EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

On line 3 of claim 18, please replace "deformation" with --formation-. 
Please cancel claim 22. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or render obvious a system for the supply of gas 
comprising the combination of limitations recited in claims 1 and 20. The prior art of 
Flower (3,520,300) and Heaton (WO 99/13793) do not disclose a system for the supply 
of gas to an area comprising the recited attachment member and porous body in 
combination with the recited gas source and filter. Flower and Heaton do not disclose 
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gas sources as both devices are configured to be used for suction and therefore do not 
disclose gas sources and filters for filtering the supplied gas. Clark (4,624,656) 
discloses a device for the supply of gas but does not disclose the recited attachment 
member in claims 1 and 20.
